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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants arguments fail to overcomethe 35 
USC 1 12 and 35 USC 101 rejections raised in the office action dated 9/22/2006. The claim recites that a plurality of rules for retrieving 
content are retrieved.and a rule trigger is deteremined and executed. Since there are more than one rule all of them must be satified 
before anything is displayed. The execution of one rule does not indicate a display occurs. The charging is also performed on a per rule 
basis and does not indicate that anything is displayed. The display of the content is the purpose of the rule but display does not occur 
until all rules are satisfied.. Regarding the applicants contention that RFID tags are so ubiquitous that it is likely that most people carry 
one without their knowledge attached to their clothing and other goods then such ubiquitousness would also mean that displays would 
occur when the clothing or other goods are detected regardless of the claimed presence spectator and thereby invalidated the claimed 
rule. Finally, the detection of traffic (vehicle density) cited in Cohen inherently means that specators are in the vehicles causing the traffic. 
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
